The several departments of the Army will be un. 
able to sell stores, which it considers unservice- 
able, unless they are condemned by an Inspector- 
General. This is the gist of an opinion just ren- 
dered by Judge Advocate-General Lieber, upon a 
question which arose as a result of the desire of the 
(Juartermaster’s Department to dispose of sundry 
articles, which had been stored at Fort Leavenworth 
for a long time, and which the Quartermaster thought 
could not be used for the Army. In his opinion, the 
Judge Advocate-General includes a decision made 
years ago by Attorney-General R. B. Taney, constru- 
ing section 1241 of the Revised Statutes. This is as 
follows: “I think it evident that no sale of ordnance 
or iron, or stores of any description can legally be 
made without the order of the President under proper 
inspection as thereunder directed, and according to 
the regulations of the War Department on this sub- 
ject.” The Judge Advocate-General, in commenting 
upon this opinion, states that this decision of At- 
torney-General Taney’s is as applicable to-day as it 
was on the day it was written. 





Probably the expression most frequently heard 
from the lips of Brooklyn citizens during the height 
of the riotous railway strike was this: “The Regu- 
lar Army should be increased!’ and even when 
the violence of the riot subsided, and the excitement 
and general anxiety had calmed down serious re- 
flection and sober speech, it was a common expres- 
sion to hear: “I am in favor of increasing the Regu- 
lar Army to 100,000 men!” Why this particular nuin- 
ber, “100,000,” is universally used, is very hard to 
understand, except it be a reawakening of the old 
refrain “we are coming, Father Abraham, 100,000 
strong.” ‘Che talk in Brooklyn is to the effect that 
the Mayor and the Commissioner of Police have, from 
the first, been the recipients of bad counsel—that 
they have been too often and too long closeted with 
legal advisers who had everything on their political 
horizon to lose by antagonizing the riotous, but al 
ways voting, element of the population. Such ad- 
visers would, surely, be more fluent when descanting 
wo the Mayor and to the Commissioner on the great 
danger of illegally employing force, than they would 
in clearly explaining to him how he is plainly en- 
joined and empowered by the law to use all the 
“means that God and Nature has put in his hands” 
to put down riot, rebellion and murder, and protect 
the life and the liberties of the people confided to 
his'care. These legal advisers have been more eager 
to tell the Mayor and the Police Commissioner what 
they must not do, than to hold up his hands and 
strengthen his purpose by telling clearly and ear 
nestly what he could do to maintain law and order. 
The result has been this, that during the earlier days 
of the riot not a single energetic peremptory and 
distinctly-worded message, urging decisive action, 
went over the wires from municipal headquarters to 
the Police Inspectors and Captains; but there did go, 
it is reported, quite definite messages to the effect 
that “there must not be too much clubbing” of the 
miscreants who were at that very time stoning and 
breaking the heads of honest workmen and National 
Guardsmen. It was in consequence of this timid, if 
not demagogical, influence that the police of Brook- 
lyn was held back until an aroused and indignant 
community demanded immediate and decided action. 


A Leavenworth despatch states that Edward Craig, 
a military convict, serving in the Kansas State peni- 
tentiary a term of ten years for an assault upon Capt. 
James W. Pope, the commandant of the military 
prison at Fort Leavenworth, has applied, through 
counsel for a writ of habeas corpus. The 
have been issued by Judge Foster and served upon 
Warden Chase. The grounds upon which the writ 
is based is that the court which tried him for the 
offense had no jurisdiction, he having alrtady been 
dishonorably discharged from the Service. We may 
add that it is within our knowledge that some Ariny

der the provisions of the Army appropriation act 
of Aug. 6, 1894, there will be but one uniform com 
pensation for mileage to officers when traveling on 
duty without troops, to wit: Four cents per mile, 
distance to be computed over the shortest usually- 
traveled route, and, in addition thereto, the cost of 
transportation actually paid by the officers over said 
route or routes, exclusive of parlor-car or sleeping- 
ear fare and transfers.” 


REPORT OF THE INSPECTOR-GENERAL. 


In his annual report to the Major-General commanding 
the Army, the Inspector-Gene recommends that Fort 
Jefferson be immediately garrisoned. Never before, 
perhaps, the report states, were drill and discipline 
better, nor administration more etlicient and satisfactory, 
nor the comforts and contentment of military life greater 
throughout every grade. He suggests that there is no 
further necessity for retaining the pay of soldiers as 
directed in the act approved June 16, 1890, and that the 
repeal of this act would result in benefit to the Army. 
The minimum sum to be received on deposit from en- 
listed ‘men should be reduced to one dollar. The dis- 
cipline of the Army has been reported very good. ‘The 
recent labor troubles in Chicago have been full of in- 
cidents illustrating the courage, intelligence and dis- 
cipline of the Army. The conduct of the 15th Infantry 
is said by the Inspector to have been excellent. The re- 
port states that there are many obstacles in the way of 
proper instruction even in infantry drill, but if these 
difficulties cannot be wholly removed they can be 
obviated. The Acting Inspector-General of the Depart- 
ment of Colorado, Maj. Chaffee, assisted by Lieut. C. B. 
Baker, A. D. C., has prepared a probiem in minor tac- 
tics for each post in the Department, which will be 
tested at the forthcoming inspection. Attention is drawn 
to the fact that the establishment of the lyceum 
has practically ended the instruction of officers pre- 
scribed in Paragraph 217 Army Regulations, and that 
this has not added to their efficiency. ‘The subjects for 
the lyceum should, the Inspector-General states, be of a 
simpler character. 

The Hospital Corps should not be drilled in the use of 
weapons, there being a manifest impropriety in giving 
arms of any description to a soldier of the Red Cross. 
The corps should be recruited from old soldiers already 
instructed. Opposition to school attendance among the 
enlisted men is expected to disappear with the prohibition 
upon the enlistment of those ignorant of English. Suit- 
able books and a better system is sadly needed by the 
Army schools, for “no civilized army, probably, has a 
less effective school system for enlisted men than ours;” 
barracks should be bright, cheerful and inviting. 

A large proportion of officers are reported to be in 
favor of the company mess, and while it is admitted that 
messing is better than formerly, this is ascribed to 
other causes than the introduction of post messes. If the 
post mess system is to be generally established, it is in- 
dispensable that every company have a fair amount of 
field service annually, to insure adequate and service- 
able condition of the mess outfit, and to give the entire 
personnel of the company some experience in caring for 
and cooking the rations in the manner necessary in ac- 
tive campaigning. 

Complaint is made of the water supply at five posts, 
of the bathing facilities at many posts, of the company 
shoes, of the infantry dress coats, which lose color on 
the shoulders and skirts from the pressure of the rifle 
and bayonet, and of the musical instruments provided 
by one of the firms. The recommendation is again made 
that, owing to the annoying delays occasionally attending 
the supply of necessary tableware, post quartermasters 
be directed to keep on hand a sufficient quantity to meet 
emergencies. Men in garrison are reported as using 
their tins for months while waiting for renewal of the 
crockery. A cover for pillows similar to the mattress 
cover has been recommended. Owing to the prevalence 
of high winds and the consequent waste, it has been 
suggested that only baled hay be issued to Forts Reno, 
Sill and Riley. 

Remount depots for cavalry horses are recommended 
There is probably not a regiment of cavalry in the Army 
to-day which has not at some time had one or more 
horses eating their heads off and rendering no adequate 
return to the Government. During the year 588 cavalry 
horses have been condemned for various causes. Vet- 
erinary hospitals at the large cavalry posts would pro- 
long the lives of animals. 

Gen. Breckinridge recommends that the number of 
Captains detailed as military professors be increased, 
their additional bar and wider experience giving them an 
advantage over the lieutenants, especially in universities 
of the higher grade where theoretical instruction is the 
predominent feature. Speaking of the efliciency of the 
school organizations, the Luspector General states that 
if they were mustered into service they would con- 
stitute a most important auxiliary to the regular and 
militia forces. He recommends that a liberal supply of 
blank cartridges should be issued to colleges having 
facilities for this important drill. 

Col. R. P. Hughes, Inspector-General, who made the 
annual inspection of the West Point Military Academy 
on Aug. 8 last, speaks in high terms of the excellent 
management of this institution. There are 56 vacancies 
in the cadet battalion, due to the failure of representa- 
tives in Congress to fill vacancies. General Breckin- 
ridge in his report says: “Some of the Congressional 
districts have had no representatives at West Point for 
several years. In the State of Illinois the record shows 
that 9 of the 22 authorized appointments have not been 
filled. The Ninth District of ‘Tennessee appears to have 
had no representative at West Point for over five years.” 

The recommendations made in the last annual report 
are renewed. ‘The Inspector-General states that en- 
campments are receiving increasing consideration and 
attendance, and he earnestly recommends that steps be 
taken to bring the troops of several states into one 
camp. Target practice should embrace firing at movable 
targets; occasional hot food and sleeping cars are sug- 
gested for long travels’ by railroad. The _ dis- 
on hand, and it suggests that possible authority on the 
bursements on account of the regular military establish- 
ment were about $1,500,000 less than the previous year. 
Under general orders 91 of 1893, and general orders 
No. 4, 1894, the acting commissaries of subsistence at 
posts named therein are authorized to keep public funds 
on hand, and it suggested that possible authority on the 
same lines could be granted to the acting assistant 
quartermasters. The total number of inspections made 
during the year was 1468. Inspections to the number of 
851, involving $61,771,531.22 were made by the officers 
of the Inspection Department, and 479 inspections, in- 
volving $2,617,326, were made by other officers. 

The report of Lieut.-Col. J. Lawton, Inspector- 
General, of the national homes for disabled volunteer 
soldiers, is included in Brig.-Gen. Breckinridge’s report. 
It is Lieut.-Col. Lawton’s opinion that no additional ap- 
propriation need be made for any additional original 
construction. He recommended the absolute discon- 
tinuance of any appropriation under the head of “farm” 
and states that the institutions seem too easy to get into 
and too hard to get out of. He states that pensions td 
inmates should be absolutely forfeited to the United 
States during their occupancy of the homes. 

Complimentary remarks are made in the report on 
the efficiency of the Signal Corps and the Hospital 
Corps. It is again recommended that first and second 
class certificates, according to proficiency, be granted 
to soldiers who complete the branches of a common 
school education in ay schools, and that a small in- 
crease of pay be made to those who receive certificates 
of the first class. The supplies of all departments have been 
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generally of an excellent character. A high state of digg) 
pline is maintained by Capt. Pope, Supt. of the milj 
prison. Additional quarters should be re for 
student officers by the artillery school, and a field by;. 
tery be stationed at the Infantry and Cavalry Schoo 
Other recommendations are made as follows: That oy 
of the Quartermaster’s storehouses be fitted up for th 
use of the school, and a double brick building erecta 
on the site of the former building destroyed by {jp 
last year; that Thomas and McPherson Halls be » 
placed by double brick buildings for additional quarter. 
that the annual appropriation for the school be increagej 
to $5,000; that the number of student officers be jp. 
creased and a class graduated annually; that horses » 
supplied for the practical field work of officers; that ty, 
assistant instructors and a permanent clerk be adde 
to the school. For the Cavalry and Light Artillery 
School the recommendation is made that a larger ap 
propriation be granted. On the subject of mileage th, 
report urges the payment of advance mileage. 


THE CONCORD AND THE CHINESE. 

The Shanghai correspondent of the Central “News” tel. 
graphs an extract from a report made by United State 
Consul Jones at Chinkiang to the Consul-General » 
Shanghai. Mr. Jones writes: 

‘"lhree officers and two apprentices carrying guy 
landed from the Concord on Feb. 2, ten miles belo, 
Chinkiang. The party scattered after landing, and oy» 
of the apprentices became surrounded by a crowd of 
natives. ‘The apprentice fired his gun into the ground 
but the bullet rebounded from a stone and hit a natiy 
boy in the hip. The boy made a great outcry wher 
upon the apprentice ran. 

“He was pursued by the crowd, who caught and bea; 
him. Lieut. Hogg, who was one of the party, becane 
alarmed and ran back to the Concord for assistance. 
An officer with six marines armed with revolvers wer 
sent ashore at once. In the meantime the remaining 
two oflicers joined the offending apprentice, and by e. 
ercise of firmness succeded in preventing any further 
assault upon him. At the same time I reported th 
matter to the T'aotai, who sent several oflicials to the 
scene. Hearing nothing from the landing party, th 
commander of the Concord sent another party ashor 
next morning, but both parties failed to find the locality 
of the trouble. Eventually the boy who was shot was 
found, and by the payment to him of a small sum of 
money the affair was ended.” 


RULES OF THE ROAD AT SBA, 

Secretary Gresham had a conference with members of 
the Senate Foreign Relations Committee, Feb. 12, to dis. 
cuss the policy of Congressional action which the adminis. 
tration is prepared to urge, suspending the operations 
of the new rules of the road at sea, which otherwise 
must go into effect, so far as United States vessels ar 
concerned, on March 1. These rules, which were ree 
ommended by the International Maritime Conferene 
at Washington, were enacted by Congress in Augusi, 
1S9U, amended March 26, 1894, and proclaimed by the 
President last July, have been published broadcast by 
the Navy Department for the past three months, aud 
until recently there seemed no reason to doubt that the 
signals they provided would become the universal lau- 
guage for the prevention of collisions on the high seas, 
almost all maritime nations having adopted them. 

The United States promptly followed the unanimow 
recommendations of the conference of Washington and 
secured the ready adhesion of other countries, includ 
ing Germany, France, Norway and Holland, but re 
cently the British Government has been assailed witl 
petitions from her seafaring men, who are proverbially 
conservative and have succeeded in pointing out compli 
cations and requirements in the new code which might be 
confusing to mariners. Especially have the revised an 
extended fog signals been criticised. 

After getting other nations to adopt and proclaim tl 
latest rules, Great Britain has been for the past few 
weeks making efforts to have their operations further 
postponed, in order that seamen might have opportuni- 
ties to become familiar with them. It is understood 
that Sir Julian Pauncefote has been informed by his 
Government that all European nations have practically 
agreed to suspend the rules as suggested, and under the 
circumstances there is little for the United States to do 
other than to drop into line. Otherwise the vessels of this 
country on the ocean will be unable to communicat 
with the greater number of ships they meet, and a se 
rious state of affairs would result.

DAUGHTER OF A SOLDIER. 


A refined and beautiful young girl throwing herself 
in front of a runaway team of horses, and stopping 
their headlong career before they plunged into a crowd 
of children heedless of their danger, was the spectacle— 
as strange and unusual as it was heroic—witnessed at 
Fort McHenry about 5 o’clock yesterday evening. The 
heroine who accomplished the feat mentioned was Miss 
Louise Everett, daughter of Capt. Everett of the 4th 
U. S. Artillery, stationed at Fort McHenry. (Capt. 
Everett has only been at Fort McHenry a few months 
Before that time he was stationed at Fort Riley, Kan. 
where Miss Louise, now only about 17 years of age, 
learned almost from her infancy to ride and manage the 
spirited Western horses, and to go galloping over prairies 
like Western girls are wont to do. An accomplished 
horsewoman, Miss Everett is also the daughter of 4 
soldier, and has inherited doubtless the courage which 
nerved her arm yesterday, when she brought to bay tle 
two running horses that in a few moments more woull 
have run down a number of children. 

Miss Everett had just returned from a sleigh ride. 
she driving the cutter, and having as her companion 
Miss Virginia Wilson, daughter of Lieut. Wilson, alse 
stationed at Fort McHenry. They had driven throug) 
the big stone entrance to the fort, alighted from the 
sleigh, and were walking down the path toward the 
officers’ homes, when two horses attached to an empty! 
coal wagon came plunging down the driveway, running 
fer the entrance through which the young ladies had 
just before driven. Playing within the walls of the 
fort, just at the big gate, were some twelve or fiftee® 
children of the fort garrison, of all sizes, snowballing 
and ceasting and playing in the snow and not noticing 
= two frightened horses that were bearing down wpo! 
them. 

A few moments more and the horses and heavy coal 
wagon would be in the midst of the children, and jt wa* 
almost certain that some of them would have beet 
killed or badly injured. Miss Everett took in the situa 
tion at a glance, and, throwing herself in front of the 
running horses, she grasped their bridle reins, and with 
a hand small and dainty, but practiced in the manage 
ment of “man’s best friend,” brought the horses to 4 
standstill before they reached the group of children. 
A number of soldiers saw the deed of heroism from ® 
distance, and their admiration and enthusiasm are ul 
bounded. Miss Everett was not hurt. The wagon ws 
one of a number that had been hauling coal to the fort 
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February 16, 1895.

ROME, ITALY.

Her Majesty the Queen, shortly after her return tuo 
Rome in December last, conferred the honor of a_pri- 
yate audience upon Mrs. Scriven, Miss Reid, of New 
York, the guest of His Excellency the Ambassador of 
the United States, and Miss Anderson, sister of the 
Secretary of the Embassy, Mr. Larz Anderson, of Wash- 
ington. The usual court reception at the Quirinal Pal- 
ace was held on Jan, 28. 


Secretary Lamont has before him for decision one 
of the most interesting questions he has been called 
upon to decide for some time. It is made all the more 
interesting by the ftact*that the Major General com- 
manding the Army and the Surgeon General have given 
directly opposite opinions upon it. Some time ago Priv. 
John C. Jsoelling, of Troop. C, Tth Cavalry, stationed 
at Port Hancock, and another soldier belonging to the 
same troop, began scutiling for the possession of a pistol 
mmediately after they had returned from drill. ‘Lhe 
soldier referred to finally got hold of the weapon, and, 
pointing it at Koelling, pulled the trigger, believing it 
w be unloaded. It was the same old stury, however, 
of an unloaded pistol, and Koelling received the bullet 
in his right shoulder, the wound producing paralysis of 
the right arm. ‘The question came up whether Koelling 
could be retired for disability incurred in line of duty. 
Maj. Gen. Schofield decided that he could not be re- 
tired on this account, while Surg. Gen. Sternberg held 
that he could and should be. The matter is now before 
the Secretary of War, and in view of the occurrence 
of a large number of almost similar accidents, it is 
believed the Secretary will disagree with the Major 
General and direct the retirement of Koelling. 


The physicians of two or three European capitals are 
ieginning to find serious drawbacks to the use of the 
new remedy for diphtheria. The subject was carefully 
‘uscussed at the Medical Society in Vienna this week. 
Vrof. Drasche’s criticism was unfavorable to the new 
method, owing to the effects which he had observed in 
thirty eases. He found that injections of Behring’s anti- 
toxin Serum affected the kidneys seriously. This obser- 
vation was corroborated by other doctors. They said 
that in the presence of this fact it could no longer be be- 
lieved that the injection had no injurious effects. It 
could net be a matter of indifference that a patient who 
was recovering from a dangerous illness should be sub- 
jected, through this remedy, to a further serious malady. 
Up to the present time observations have been much too 
short to permit a final decision as to the value of the 
treatment. With regard to the statistics which were 
supposed to prove its success, Prof. Drasche said that 
in diphtheria, bare figures were no evidence. 


(Commodore Henry Bruce, U. 8S. N., whose death is 
just reported, was the son of Hon. Phineas Bruce, of 
Boston, and Jane Savage, his wife, and grandnephew 
of Judge Tudor, of Boston. He was born in Machias, 
Me., Feb. 12, 1796, and was Nov. 9, 1813, appointed to 
the Navy on the nomination of his uncle, William Sav- 
age, of Boston, brother of the historian, James Savage, 
a founder and president of the Massachusetts Historical 
Society. 

The late Hon. George Bruce Upton, of Boston, was 
his first cousin. Commodore Bruce was captured while 
attached to the Frolic, 18 guns, when she surrendered 
to the British man-of-war, Orpheus, 36 guns, and held 
as a prisoner of war in Halifax, N. S., for six months. 
Ile was commissioned Lieutenant Jan. 13, 1823. He 
was attached to the frigate Macedonian and line-of-bat- 
tleship Franklin; in the latter ship when she conveyed 
Minister Rush to England. He was attached to the 
fricate Brandywine, of the Mediterranean squadron, in 
1837, and commissioned Commander Sept. 8, 1841. In 
1845 he was appointed to the command of the brig 
Truxton, on the African coast, during which cruise he 
captured the slaveship Spitfire. 

In 1848-50 he commanded the naval rendezvous at 
Boston, Mass. In 1855 he was placed upon the reserve 
ist, and in 1876 he was retired. During the last forty 
vears he has been an inmate of the McLean Asylum, 
Somerville, Mass., where he died. 

Ile married Eliza Hillard Marston, niece of the late 
levi Melcher, of Boston, and sister of John Melcher 
Marston, formerly U. S. Consul at Palermo, Italy, whose 
father was a Revolutionary soldier.

The Bureau of Ordnance, Navy Department, has _is- 
<yed 2 “Manual of Instructions for the Installation, Use 
and Care of the Fiske Range Finder and Range Indi- 
cator. 

There are now about 4,000 Whitehead torpedoes in use 
in the Bristish Navy; considerably more than half are of 
the smallest type (14-inch). About a dozen are 16-inch tor- 
joes, and the rest are the 18-inch type. The torpedo 
mostly in use, and from which the best all-round re- 
<ylts are obtained, is the Mark VIII. It is 15 feet in 
jength, weighs 711 pounds, and can be adjusted for a 
range of 600 yards. It has a speed of 27 knots. 

The Army Ordnance Department has just purchased 
the casemate carriage constructed by the Gruson Works, 
ifter exhatistively testing it at the Sandy Hook Proving 
Grounds. The carriage is known as the Minimum 
Port, and is for a 12-inch gun. The carriage easily met 
the coutract requirements, and gave such satisfactory 
results that the ordnance officials are greatly pleased 
with it.

Two of the cartridges were discharged at 
a board an inch thick, and approximating the size of a 
man at 150 yards range, to-day, with the result that the 
bullets went through the board and five of the six buck- 
struck and penetrated the board, which is en- 
tirely satisfactory.

Charles W. Copeland, one of the best-known marine 
and mechanical engineers in this country, died Feb. 

He ac- 
cepted in 1836 the position of designing and construct- 
ing engineer of the West Point Foundry of New York, 
then the foremost plant of its kind in this country. 
While there he designed and built many marine engines. 
He was appointed in 1839 Constructing Engineer to the 
U. S. Navy. He fitted out for the Government during 
the Mexican War what was called the Mosquito fleet, 
consisting of such steamers as the Spitfire, Scorpion, 
Scourge and Vixen. He designed the engines and boil- 
ers of the U. S. Ss. Missouri and Mississippi, and those 
of the naval steamer Michigan, for Lake Erie, the firstiron 
steamer ever used for naval service. He designed the ma- 
chinery for the U. 8. Ss. Saranac and Susquehanna, in 
which he introduced many new and novel features of 
marine engineering. 

Commo. Henry Bruce, -U. S. N., retired, who died 
Feb. 9, at the McLean Asylum, Boston, Mass., at the 
age of 97, was born in Machias, Me., Feb. 10, 1798. 
He was appointed to the Navy as Midshipman Nov. 9, 
1813, was captured while attached to the Frolic, re- 
maining for six months a prisoner of war in Halifax. 
He became Lieutenant Jan. 13, 1825; was attached to 
the Macedonian, and afterward to the Franklin when 
she conveyed Minister Rush to England. He was ap- 
pointed to the frigate Brandywine, of the Mediterranean 
squadron, in 1837. He was commissioned Commander 
Sept. 8, 1841. In 1845 he was appointed to the brig 
Truxton, on the African coast. In 1848, and continuing 
until 1850, he commanded the naval rendezvous at Bos- 
ton. He was retired as Commander in 1855, and pro- 
moted Commodore on the retired list in 1867. The 
funeral services took place Feb. 12, at King’s Chapel, 
Boston, at which several naval officers and old friends 
were present. The services at the church were pre- 
ceded by private prayers at the residence of Commo. 
Bruce’s granddaughter, Miss FE. V. Ryan. 107 Fal- 
mouth St. The interment was at Mount Auburn. 


TO THE MEMORY OF GENERAL KELTON. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

Having noticed in the columns of the Journal the fact 
of a bill having been introduced in Congress to pension 
the widow of the late Brigadier-General John C. Kelton, 
the thought has occurred to me that it is most extra- 
ordinary that nothing has never been done by the en- 
listed men of the Army to commemorate the memory of 
that gallant officer, who ever and always was so anxi- 
ous to advance their interests and welfare. Time and 
again during my service in the Army have I con- 
tributed from my (in my opinion) most inadequate pay 
to many eleemosynary schemes, to most of which I 
must confess I was far from a “ cheerful giver,” for the 
simple reason that the objects for which the money was 
collected did not touch me, either personally, or as a 
soldier of the U. S. Army. Let some one living nearer 
the centres of civilization than I unfortunately do take 
it in hand to raise a subscription for the purpose of 
showing to the United States the appreciation by the 
rank and file of the Army of the services of the late 
General Kelton. I am ready and anxious to enter my 
name at once for one-half of my monthly pay, and I 
am positive that almost all of the “ old timers,” whether 
still in the service or not, will willingly and cheerfully 
do the same. and perhaps better. It is also possible 
that by solicitation we might induce some of the much 
exalted “ better class”’ of the present day to help the 
good cause along. I am proud to say that I have had 
the honor of personal interviews on one or two occasions 
with the late General, and when I remember his courte- 
ous, pleasant, yet dignified bearing, and his most anxi- 
ous desire to help every one, I long to have an op- 
portunity to show my appreciation, from my humble 
station, of his kindness. 

If the granting of a pension to Mrs. Kelton is simply 
desired as a testimonial and honorary remembrance 
from the people of the countrv at large of the services 
rendered by General Kelton, I think still that we (the 
enlisted men of the Army), who have profited more 
particularly by said services, should endeavor to raise 
enough money for the purpose of presenting the ladv 
some suitable object of art or silverware in grateful 
memory of her husband's services for our welfare. If 
Mrs. Kelton actually requires pecuniary assistance, a 
presentation of a sum of money might prove acceptable. 
especially when the recipient understands that the same 
is given in appreciation of the deeds of her noble dead. 
I hope the presentation of this case in this light will 
not seem obtrusive from one in my position. My excused 
is, if any is required, my admiration, almost veneration 
for the officer referred to.”

He figures this way: I have enlisted for three or five 
years, as the case may be. I am, for some reason or 
other, tired of it: now I have served six months. If 
desert and get caught I get six months and a * bobtail’ 
(under the limit: list). If so, I will be two or four years 
respectively ahead of the Government. As to the dis- 
honorable discharge, why, nobody outside of the Army 
cares for that.”

**A Revolver 
in Texas.” 


That expression has come to be symbolic of dire 
necessity. Whenever a revolver is really needed, the 
best one is needed. There are times when a little 
iron or a little carelessness in workmanship might make 
all the difference between life and death.

The friends in Congress of the Naval Personne! 
bill are still confident that they will be able to ge 
that measure up in the House during the next week 
under a special order from the Committee on Rules 
which will provide for one day’s debate and a vote 
on the bill and the amendments at the end of the 
day. There has been considerable opposition to the 
bill on the part of some of the members of the Con 
mittee on Rules, but the members of the Committee 
on Naval Affairs have been tireless in their efforts 
to secure time for the consideration of their bill. 
Mr. Meyer, of Louisiana, who has charge of the bill, 
assured the committee on Tuesday that more than a 
majority of the House would support the measure, 
and on Wednesday he was informed by Speaker 
Crisp that if he could pfesent a petition signed by a 
majority of the House he would be given a day for 
the bill. A petition was circulated on Thursday an 
the requisite number of signatures were 
during the afternoon, and the petition was filed with 
the Committee on Rules. The bill will meet 
considerable opposition in the House from the men 
who object to the increased expense and from those 
who have championed the cause of officers who will 
be injured by its passage. If the bill can be passed 
by the House this week, it is the belief of its friends 
that it can be passed by the Senate before the end 
of the session.

The Attorney-General will revise the opinion lhe 
rendered on the application of the Income tax to the 
Army, which was first exclusively announced in the 
Journal. The War Department, it is understood, has 
referred a feature of his opinion back to him for re- 
consideration, and when his opinion is forthcoming, 
the circular to Army paymasters containing the reg- 
ulations for the collection of the tax will be promul- 
gated and distributed. The question at issue relates 
to the tax on transportation and mileage. As state 
in the Journal, the Attorney-General held in his 
opinion that an officer’s mileage and money for 
transportation both should be taxed, if the officer's 
income exceeds $4,000 a year. The War Departmen! 
holds that when an officer purchased a ticket for 
travel on duty he should not be taxed on the sun 
reimbursed as the Attorney-General held, and they 
have therefore asked him for a reconsideration of 
this point. It is understood that members of Con- 
gress are very much excited at the Attorney-Ge- 
eral’s opinion on the mileage question, as that opit- 
ion indirectly affects them. It is probable that at 


their solicitation the Attorney-General will make 
this matter a subject of another opinion, in which 


he will go more into details than he did in his 
first decision. 
Although no official consideration has yet bee! 


given to the question of changes of stations to take 
place in the coming spring, it is understood that | 
has been practically decided to continue the policy 
of mobilizing the Army near the large cities whe 
the movements are ordered. This will, of course. 
necessitate the abandonment of some of the smaller 
Army posts. No definite conclusion has yet beet 
reached as to the posts to be left ungarrisoned, but 4 
number of them are talked of at the War Depart 
ment. ‘Phe report that Fort Niobrara is to be aban 
doned cannot be confirmed. It is known that this 
cne of the stations which has been discussed with 
2 view to its abandonment, but as new stables ar 
being built at the place, and other improvements 
ure in contemplation, it is believed that this dis 
cussion has come to naught. The fire which 0 
curred recently at Fort Townsend destroyed the 
quarters at that place, and the probabilities are that 
the troops will be ordered to station at Vancouver 
Rarracks. The question is up at the Department 
whether or not to rebuild the houses destroyed. 
The probabilities are that a decision will be reached 
to construct new buildings. 
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The President on Wednesday last approved the 
Army Appropriation bill, and by so doing killed the 
last hope of the officers who have been anxious to 
secure appointments to the Subsistence and Pay 
corps. There are several vacancies existing in the 
former, and none in the latter branch of the Army. 
put these vacancies would have been somewhat in- 
creased by early retirements in the future. There 


were a large number of applications on file for 
appeintinents to these corps, and a great deal of 
pressure was brought to bear to have the provi- 


sions in the Army Appropriation bill in relation to 
the reduction of the corps stricken out. Secretary 
Lamont’s report, however, was a strong argument in 
favor of the change, and the result is that the pro 
yision is now law. Now that all chance of securing 
appointments in these two corps for months to come 
has disappeared, the Lieutenants of the line will 
turn their attention to the Quartermaster’s Depart- 
ment, in the hope of securing one of the three va- 
cancies existing there. Just when these vacancies 
will be filled is still a question, but as Congress ad- 
jiourns on March 4, there is every reason to believe 
that the President will send in nominations for these 
billets before that date. There are a number of 
names mentioned for these vacancies, the most proui- 
inent of which are 1st Lieuts. John D. C. Hoskins, 
3d Art.; J. J. Brereton, 24th Inf.; Charles B. Satter- 
lee, 3d Art.; Frank B. McCoy, 3d Inf.; Walter M. 
Dickinson, 17th Inf.; Alfred M. Palmer, 24th Inf., and 
George B. Davis, 4th Inf. This is said to be a list 
which the Secretary now has before him. 


The good fortune which has attended Lieut.-Gen. 
Schofield is shared by his aides. Orders were issued 
by the War Department on Saturday last conferring 
upon Capt. Charles B. Schofield, 2d Cav., and Capt. 
Tasker H. Bliss, of the Commissary Department, 
the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel, to be held while 
holding their present offices. These officers were en- 
titled to the promotion according to the provisions 
of law. As a perquisite of the new rank which he 
holfs, Iuieut.-Gen. Schofield is allowed a military 
secretary, with the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel of 
cavalry. He took advantage of the law in this 
respect by appointing on Tuesday last Lieut.-Col. 
William M. Wherry, 2d Inf., who served as aide de 
camp on Lieut.-Gen. Schofield’s staff during and after 
the Civil War. His new duties will not require Col. 
Wherry’s detachment from his regiment, but will 
cause him to make frequent visits to Army hea‘ 
quarters. He is now at Newport on leave of ab- 
sence. The appointment is an excellent one, for Col. 
Wherry is not only an accomplished officer, but he 
has had large experience in the duties of his posi- 
tion. Lieut.-Gen. Schofield is rapidly recovering 
from the attack of grip, which he suffered a week or 
soago. He is now at the War Department every day 
transacting the business of his office. 


We congratulate the Army and the city of New 
York upon the wisdom shown by the reform Mayor, 
Mr. Strong, in selecting for the position of Commis- 
sioner of Police Major Avery De Lano Andrews, 
Engineer of the First Brigade, N. Guard, N. Y., on 
the staff of Brig.-Gen. Louis Fitzgerald, and for- 
erly an officer of the 5th U. 8S. Artillery. Major 
Andrews, who is a son-in-law of Lieut.-Gen. Scho- 
field, was graduated from the military Academy July 
1, 1882, and served as 2d Lieutenant in the 5th Art. 
until his promotion as Ist Lieutenant and assignment 
to the 4th Art., from which he was, Dec. 5, 1892, re- 
transferred to the 5th Art. He resigned Nov. 2, 1893, 
and has since been engaged in the practice of the law 
in New York. He is an able young man, and we 








have full confidence, as have all of his friends, that 
he will, in his new position, do credit to himself and 
to the military service, with which he is identified. 
It is high tribute to the Army that reform in the 
affairs of the city of New York leads at once to an 
inquiry for Army officers to fill responsible positions 
under the city government. 


But two more weeks of the session of Congress 
remain, and there is little chance of the enactment 
of any general legislation in the interest of either 
the Army or the Navy. The Committee on Naval Af 
fairs in the House of Representatives has not yet 
been able to secure from the Committee on Rules any 
action setting apart a time for the consideration of 
the Navy Personnel bill, and the Senate will 
hardly act on the measure in advance of the House. 
The Army Reorganization bill is also on the calen- 
dar of the House, and cannot be reached without 
2 special order from the Committee on Rules. As 
Chairman Outhwaite, of the Military Committee, is 
also a member of the Committee on Rules, it is cer 
tain that if there is any way possible of getting the 
bill before the House, he will do so; but there are 
so many demands for time that it is possible that the 
couunittee may not give either the Navy VDersonne! 
bill or the Army bill a chance before the end of the 
session. 


Brig.-Gen. G. Norman Lieber is very anxious that 2 
bill shall be placed on the Statute books requiring 
witnesses appearing before Army court-martials to 
gzive evidence. As the matter stands now, witnesses 
can be made to appear but they cannot be made to 
testify. Legislation on this subject was defeated in 
the last Congress. Gen. Lieber has hopes, however. 
of securing the passage of a bill by the next Con- 
gress, correcting the laws in this respect, and when 
that body convenes he will submit to it, through the 
War Department, a measure he has already prepared. 
His bill imposes imprisonment upon all contumacious 
court-martial witnesses until such time as they de- 
cide to give testimony. This imprisonment comes to 
an end with the dissolution of the court. 


The record and findings in the court-martial case 
of ist Lieut. James V. S. Paddock, U. 8. A., retired, 
has been received at the War Department, and are 
now in the hands of the Judge Advocate-General. 
The court could not obtain specific evidence, it is 
reported, owing to its failure to get witnesses, who 
appear to specifically answer the questions 
pounded to them. Lieut Paddock had an excellent 
record in the Army, he being placed on the retired 
list on account of wounds received during an Indian 
campaign in the latter part of the ’80’s.

Secretary Lamont believes he sees his way clear to 
further reducing the mileage expenses of the Army. 
The Inspection Corps is this time the special object 
of his solicitude, and there is every reason to believe 
that if his present views are carried out—as they will 
in all probability be—the vouchers of inspectors for 
mileage will be considerably less than they have 
been in the past. Under the plan now being con 
sidered by the Secretary, there will be, but for the 
Inspection Corps only, a change in the limits of the 
departments its inspectors are at present assigned 
to. Under the mode of procedure now in force, aun 
Inspector-General is assigned to a department, and 
has to inspect every post in it. The plan the Sec 
retary has in mind contemplates the inspection of 
posts nearest the place where the Inspector-General 
is stationed, whether those posts are within the de- 
partment to which he is assigned or not. The re 
sult will be that the distances traveled will not be so 
great as they have been and the mileage vouchers 
will be correspondingly lower. 


Although orders have been issued directing the 
assembling of the Small Arms Board at Newport on 
the Ist inst., to resume the trial of mechanisms for 
the new Navy small arm, it is doubtful if the meet 
ing will take place until April 1. The board is con 
posed of Comdr.

“Capt. Lemly, Judge Advocate-General, has bricfe:l 
the record’ in the court-martial case of Ensign Will 
ard L. Dodd for presentation, with the findings, tu 
the Secretary. Ensign Dodd's defence is said to have 
been a good one. 
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President Cleveland made an excellent selection 
when, on Friday last, he nominated Brig.-Gen. 
Thomas Howard Ruger to be Major-General. Not 
only by virtue of his seniority, but by his long rec- 
ord, Brig.-Gen. Ruger was entitled to the promotion. 
He is an officer who has occupied a high position 
always among his associates. He has always been 
ready to undertake any duty, no matter how difficult 
or how arduous it might be, and his promotion is 
but a recognition of distinguished service and sol- 
dierly character. The probabilities are that Brig.- 
Gen. Ruger will be placed en detached service if the 
appointment is made before September, until the date 
of Lieut.-Gen. Schofield’s retirment. To go to the ex- 
pense of moving troops and the trouble of settling 
them for the accommodation of an officer for only 
six or seven months is regarded as unwise by the 
War Department. They are contemplating some 
changes of station in the spring, and these woukl 
have to be done away with if a new department were 
to be created, as the expenditures for this latter work 
would about eat up the remainder of the transpor 
tation fund left at the Department's disposal. The 
record of nearly every Colonel in the line of the Army 
has been laid before the President to enable him to 
determine upon his choice for another Brigadier-Gen- 
eral. One of the prominent candidates is Col. D 
Stuart Gordon, 6th Cavy., stationed at Fort Myer, 
whose friends are making an earnest effort in his be- 
nalf. It is remembered by officers interested that the 
President will have another Brigadier-Generalship 
at his disposal in April, when Maj.-Gen. McCook re- 
tires, and those who fail in securing the promotion 
this time will bend their efforts to get the President 
to give them the appointment to the vacancy which 
will exist in a few months. It is possible that the 
President may decide to permit the vacancy in the 
list of Brigadier-Generals now existing to remain 
until Lieut.-Gen. Schofield’s retirement, so as to avoid 
any complications that may arise from having a com 
manding officer without a command, but this theory 


finds few supporters. 


The Army is seriously concerned with the result of 
the trial of Sergt. Willard, 3d Cav., charged with 
murder, which is soon to take place in an Oklahoma 
court of justice. The discipline of the Service will 
hinge upon it, and the outcome is awaited with a 
great deal of interest. It will show more than any- 
thing else has done, just what the status of the sol 
dier toward the civilian is, and will either testify to 
the excellence of the Army's discipline, or will un- 
favorably affect it. Sergt. Willard was stationed 
during the opening of the Oklahoma strip on the 
boundary line, with orders not to permit civilians 
to enter the reservation. While watching a party of 
men, he saw one of them cross the line and start for 
the interior of the strip. He called to him to halt, 
but received no answer, and then fired, killing the 
squatter instantly. He was arrested and charged 
with murder, and was released on bonds given by 
the officers of his regiment. He is said to have a 
splendid record, and it is earnestly hoped that he will 
escape conviction. If he is found guilty, it is wellknown 
that the President will pardon him. Orders were issued 
to Sergt. Willard on Wednesday last to go to Fort Riley 
immediately from his station at Fort Ethan Allen. 
He will be allowed commutations of quarters and ra 
tions for expenses. He will remain at Fort Riley 
until his trial is called, and will then go to Oklahoma 
and plead. The attorney for that district has been 
instructed by the Department of Justice to appear in 
his defense. It is a sad commentary on the laws of 
the United States that a soldier who obeys orders is 
tried for his life because he merely did his duty. 


ur readers will remember the picture of Garling- 
ton’s troop in the riding hall at Fort Riley, which ap- 
peared in “Harper's Weekly” some time ago. An 
incident which has since occurred has led some of 
the older officers to question the benefit of quite 


so much circus in cavalry instruction. Capt. 
Nolan, a staid, dignified veteran, came in com 
mand of the troop when Garlington was pro 


moted. Capt. Nolan was in the hall with his troop, su- 
perintending the drill, but the orders were being 
xiven by his Lieutenant. Among other exercises the 
order for the horses to lie down was given. Down 
they all went like a shot, and down also went the 
Captain's horse, much to his surprise, and the move- 
ment was so quick that Capt. Nolan got a bad fall; 
his right leg caught under the horse, and his body 
thrown onto the pommel of a saddle on the ground. 
He had one of his ribs broken, and was consider- 
ably bruised all over and is now laid up. The ques- 
tion now is to what will all this training of horses 
lead, and what will become of the troop whose horses 
lie down when they should stand up.

_ The Admiralty have ordered 120 course-indicators, the 
invention of Prince Louis of Battenberg, to be issued to 
all flagships and batleships, and to cruisers commanded 
by captains. 

_ The passenger steamer Australia arrived at Honolulu, 
it is reported from San Francisco, nearly 48 hours ahead 
of the cruiser Philadelphia, although the latter, it is said. 
had a start of about 24 hours. he Philadelphia’s coal 
consumption, it is reported, averaged 110 tons a day, 
while the Australia made its time, it is said, on 41 tons. 

An interesting trial took place a few days ago in the 
passage of a French torpedo boat, No. 60, attached to 
the mobile defence of Dunkirk, along inland waterways, 
from that port to Gravelines, and from Gravelines to 
Calais. It was thus shown that second-class boats, in 
case of blockade of the northern ports, could pass from 
one to the other, by way of the river Aa and the Bour- 
bourg, Colme and Calais canals. 

The Navy Department has made its 27th payment to 
the Union Iron Works on the new battleship Oregon. 
This payment amounted to $96,684, and is the last that 
will be made until the acceptance of the vessel by the 
Government, after which four other payments will be 
made. The ship is getting well along toward comple- 
tion; her armor is coming along quickly, and it is ex- 
pected that it will not be many months before she will 
be given a preliminary trial. 

The submarine vessel Gustave Zédé is reported to have 
made successful trials since her alteration. She is 
now, it appears, able to sink to a depth of over 60 feet 
and remain nearly three-quarters of an hour under 
water, and has been engaged in testing her speed, her 
gyratory powers and her plunging down or diving capa- 
bilities. So long as the periscope she is furnished with. 
which *s supported upon a platform, can keep its upper 
extremity just above water level, she can steer her 
course, but when that becomes submerged she, like all 
other ships of the same character, finds the value of her 
services seriously diminished. 

The economical fit which seized the Navy Depart- 
ment some time ago, on the mileage question, has come 
to a sudden end by reason of a decision of the auditor 
for the Navy Department. It appears that on Nov. 
22, last, Secretary Herbert issued orders to officers 
whose duty requires travel to present vouchers for 
actual expenses instead of mileage. These vouchers 
were presented for payment, but audit of them was 
refused on the ground that the law concerning the 
travel of navy officers is explicit, stating that they 
shall be paid 8 cents for each mile of travel. The De- 
partment has sent out letters to the officers who made 
the vouchers, requesting them to send in bills for 
mileage, and as fast as they are received they will be 
audited and paid. 

That the Navy has a splendid addition in the new 
cruiser Olympia is shown by a report, which has just 
heen received from a Board of Officers appointed on 
Jan. 22 for the purpose of examining her in order to 
determine whether she was complete as required under 
the terms of the contract. This board consisted of 
Capt. John J. Read, Chief Engr. Joseph Trilley, Comdr. 
Charles F. Clark, Lieut. Comdr. F. P. Gilmore, Lieut. 
Comdr. F. M. Symonds, and Asst. Naval Constructor 
Elliott Snow, with Ensign Harry George as recorder. 
“After a careful examination of the Olympia, the board 
is of the opinion that the hull, fittings and machinery 
are complete and well finished, and are in accordance 
with the original contract.” The defects reported con- 
sisied of deep pitting of a bottom plate, probably due 
to gnivanic action: a leaky watertank on the protective 
deck. A blade of the starboard propeller was slightly 
bent, but not otherwise injured. and was easily fixed. 
The board was of the opinion that the expenses of re- 
moving the plate and fixing the watertank should not 
be borne by the contractors.

ARMY AND NAVY JATIPNAT, 





(From the New York ‘““Tribune.’’) 
A LESSON AT WEI-HAI-WEI. 


In one important respect the war between China and 
Japan is now practically ended. There will be no more 
fighting at sea. China has nothing more to fight with. 
Her navy, once reckoned so powerful, has vanished. 
Its power was shattered at the Yaloo. All hope of re- 
storing it perished in the fall of Port Arthur. And at 
Wei-Hai-Wei what remained of it has been captured or 
destroyed. Some minor vessels are said to have es- 
caped in the direction of Chefoo, but they are of no 
consequence. The Chinese Navy went down with the 
two great Yuens—Ting and Chen. Henceforth the Ja- 
panese will be the undisputed masters of the Gulf of 
V’e-Chili and the Yellow Sea. Chinese coast cities will 


be at their mercy, and they will be free to transport 


their armies whither they please. 

Apart from the vast strategic advantages it gives to Ja- 
pan, the result of this naval warfare, and especially of 
the final engagement at Wei-Hai-Wei, presents a feat- 
ure of commanding interest. The conflict was between 
two modern navies, built on different principles. The 
Chinese strength lay in gigantic battleships, clad in 
heavy armor. The Japanese placed their chief reli- 
ance in swift, unarmored cruisers, carrying heavy guns, 
and in torpedo boats. In the battle of the Yaloo, it will 
be remembered, the latter type of navy proved to be the 
more effective. The Yoshino, for example, with no 
armor, but with great speed and tremendous bow fire, 
played havoc with floating fortresses of twice her size. 
At Wei-Hai-Wei the same result was attained, under 
«onditions much more remarkable. The Chinese Navy, 
built for aggresive fighting, was on the defensive, in 
home waters, with its base of supplies close at hand. 
The Japanese Navy, built for open-sea cruising, or. in 
the case of its strongest ships, for coast defence, was in 
strange waters, far from home and supplies. Yet the 
latter won. The huge Yuens, with 14% inches of armor, 
could not break through the line of light cruisers and un- 
armored coast-defence ships, little more than half their 
Sze. 

The manner in which the Chen-Yuen and the Ting- 
Yuen were finally destroyed is also instructive. They 
were German-built battleships, of 7,430 tons each, 144, 
inches of armor, four 12-inch guns, torpedo-nets, search- 
lights, and all the best modern equipments; managed, 
toe, by European officers. They were larger and strong- 
er, considerably, than our battleship Texas. Yet they 
were destroyed by Japanese torpedo boats, which rushed 
in at night, braving strange waters, searchlights and 
bostile guns, and discharged their missles with deadly 
effect. The lesson to be learned from this seems un- 
mistakable. Great battleships, costing two or three 
millions each, go down like cockle-shells before little tor- 
pedo boats costing not one-tenth as much; and that. 
too. where the latter are the invaders. Set to defend 
» harbor from an attacking fleet, the torpedo boats 
would be still more effective. The sea war in the East 
has certainly thrown discredit upon the huge, ponderous, 
her vily armored and immensely expensive battleships, 
ond shown the greater value of swift. handy cruisers. 
ternedo boats and coast-defence ships of the unarmored 
“floating battery” type. 


FROM THE EUROPEAN STATION, 

The San Francisco sailed from Newport Jan. 10 at 
11 a. m. under orders to proceed to the European Station. 
Until the 14th the ship encountered very heavy weather, 
wud rolled and pitched heavily, but easily—a maximum 
roll of 30 degrees on a side being observed. Advantage 
was taken of a fair wind, and all sail was set, which 
added about seven or eight-tenths of a knot per hour to her 
speed, and considerably lessened the rolling and pitching. 
‘The weather was fine from the 14th to the morning of the 
17th, when she ran into a strong gale. In the afternoon 
of the 17th all hatches were battened down, and the 
ship was brought to with the wind on the port bow, 
stopping the port engine and slowing down on the star- 
board to 48 turns per minute; an hour later went on the 
«ther tack, bringing the wind on the starboard bow, 
and the storm mizzen was set. By going ahead on the 
port engine 40 revolutions a minute and using the helm, 
the wind and sea were kept on the starboard bow, the 
ship making about 24% knots through the water. The 
wind moderating at midnight, the storm mizzen was 
taken in, and the ship put on her course. 

This is the first time the San Francisco has ever been 
hove to, and considering the very heavy sea that was 
running she behaved very well. At times she rolled very 
heavily. but at all times the motion was easy. Frequent 
rain squalls were encountered throughout the entire 
trip. On Saturday morning, at 11 o’clock, Horta, on 
the island of Fayal, was reached, and immediate pre- 
perations were made for coaling. 

In the last few months the cable from San Miguel 
has been completed, so that now Horta is in telegraphic 
communication with the rest of the world. The coaling 
wes completed Sunday afternoon, and at 8 o'clock the 
ship was under way for Gibraltar. The weather during 
the trip from Horta to Gibraltar was perfect, and the 
regular drills were carried on every day, and several 
times at night the crew being exercised at night general 
quarters snd fire onarters. At 3 o’clock on the after- 
neon of the 25th Gibraltar was reached, and the shin 
weg anchored in the bay near the breakwater. At 
Gibreltar instructions were found to proceed to Algiers 
immediately. so the anchor was weighed, and at 9 o’clock 
the shin wns on her way to Algiers. The trip from Gib- 
raltar to Algiers was very pleasant, the weather being 
perfect. 

The run of 415 miles was made in 37 hours, but two 
boilers being used. burning 35 tons of coal per day. 

On arrival at Algiers the ship was moored head and 
stern inside of the breakwater. very near the Chicago. 
The Admiral is expected to shift his flag to the San 
Francisco about the “th or 6th of Febrnary. transfer- 
ring his nersonal staff. Lieutenant Nickels and Ensien 
Noel.

A NEW STORY OF LINCOLN. 


At the annual banguet of the District of Columbia 
Commandery of the Loyal Legion in honor of Lincoln's 
birthday in Washington on ‘Tuesday night, the orator 
who spoke on the toast “Abraham Lincoln” was George 
L. Wellington, a young Republican, who has been 
to Congress from the Maryland district adjoining the 
ay | of Washington. His eulogy of Lincoln was literally 
a burst of eloquence, and aroused the Commandery to 
the highest pitch of enthusiasm. There were only two 
set speeches on the programme after that of Mr. Well- 
ington, one by Senator Manderson and the other b 
l’rof. Tousley, of Harvard, whose theme was “Patri- 
otism in Peace.” After the set speeches Gen. Daniel B. 
Sickles was called out and told a story of Lincoin, ‘which 
he said had never before been told to any man. This 
new Lincoln story is as follows: 

“It was on the 5th day of July, 1863,” said Gen. 
Sickles, “that I was brought to Washington on a stretch- 
er from the field of Gettysburg. Hearing of my ar- 
rival, President Lincoln came to my room and sat down 
by my bedside. He asked about the great battle, and 
when I told him of the terrible slaughter the tears 
streamed from his eyes. I asked him if he had doubted 
the result. He said ‘No.’ Then he continued: 

“This may seem strange to you, but a few days ago, 
when the opposing armies were converging, I felt as 
never before my utter helplessness in the great crisis 
that was to come upon the country. 1 went into my 
room and locked the door. Then I knelt down and 
peeves as I had never prayed before. I told God that 

le had called me to this position, that I had done all 
that I. could do, and that the result now was in His 
hands; that I felt my own weakness and lack of power, 
and that I knew that if the country was to be saved 
it was because He so willed it. When I went down from 
my room I felt that there could be no doubt of the issue. 
The burden seemed to have rolled off my shoulders, 
my intense anxiety was relieved, and in its place came a 
great sense of trustfulness, and that was why I did not 
doubt the result at Gettysburg. And, what is more. 
Sickles,’ he continued, ‘1 believe that we may hear at 
any moment of a great success by Grant, who has been 
pegging away at Vicksburg for so many months. By 
to-morrow you will hear that he has won a victory as 
spospant to us in the West as Gettysburg is in the 

cast.’ 

“Then, turning to me, he said: ‘Sickles, I am in a 
pro hetic mood to-day, and I know that you will get 
well. 

“*The doctors do not give me that hope, Mr. Presi- 
dent,’ 1 said; but he answered cheerfully: ‘1 know you 
will get well, Sickles.’ ”

RLOT DUTY IN BROOKLYN. 


The fact that our special correspondent in Brooklyn 
during the recent riot duty is an olficer of large ex- 
perience, who has never been connected in any way with 
the National Guard, is proof that his criticisms and 
commendations were at least free from partiality. The 
following are the exact facts concerning the shooting 
by members of the 7th Regiment pickets at Halsey 
street,'as they have come to us from other and more 
reliable sources than the early newspaper reports. 

A drunken and riotous mob, many armed with pis- 
tols in their hands, advanced suddenly on a thin line 
of sentinels of the 7th Regiment. Several men ih ad 
vance of the crowd, who were apparently leaders, were 
ordered to halt, and again and still again ordered to halt, 
with a notification that if they did not heed the order they 
would be fired on. They paid no attention to the sum- 
mons, and after three pistol shots had been distinctly 
heard by the non-commissioned oflicers in charge, shots 
were fired, hitting two men. One of these men, who had 
been 15 years in the British service, subsequently ad- 
mitted that he had presumed, and presumed too far, 
upon the supposition that the men of the 7th did not 
pieuwn What they said when they threatened to shoot. 
l’ortunately he escaped with only a slight wound in the 
arm, 

The other man injured is described as an innocent 
drunken man. Drunk he may have been; innocent he 
was not. He was seen emerging from a saloon which 
was a thorn in the side of the troops, and whose pro 
prietor had been warned by Colonel Appleton that he 
would fire into it if the throwing of missles from it did 
not This “innocent man” had openly boaste:l! 
hefore witnesses, and with a pistol in his hand, that 
be would go out and scare those “tin soldiers.” He pro- 
voked his fate, and got only what he deserved. It should 
le remembered that the experiences of the previous 
night had been such as to compel the issue of a positive 
orders to shoot any armed man advancing on a sentinel 
and refusing to halt when so ordered. 

Previous experiences with the 7th had made the lead- 
ers of the mob resolve to “get even” with them, as they 
expressed it. The experience of Tuesday night was. 
however, sufficient for the rioters, and after that the 
soldiers of the 7th could patrol the three miles of rail- 
road under their charge without molestation. <A single 
sentry on a block kept perfect order, where the police

PRACTICAL MARCHES, NEW YORK GUARD 


Adjutant-General McAlpin, of New York, intends to 
introduce an innovation in the instruction of the treops 
of the State the coming camp season, which should 
prove of great value. He will teach the man how to take 


care of himself in the field when left to his own re 
sources, and will give officers a training as to the 


needs and proper care of their commands, which can- 
not fail to be of benefit, and to the Commissary of Sub- 
sistence especially. According to the plans of General 
MecAlpin, it is proposed to commence this season's in 
struction in field service, consisting of marching, camp 
ing, advance and rear guard duty, convoys, and outpost 
duty, with such simple minor tactical problems as the 
adaptability of the country may permit. The plan con- 
templates the march of a battalion of a regiment under 
the unrestrained command of its Major, the Colonel or 
Lieutenant-Colonel and the brigade commander or one 
of his staff to accompany the battalion as observers and 
critics. On the return of one battalion, the other bat- 
talion of the regiment to perform the same duty, ac- 
companied as ahove. 

It is not desired that the march should be more than 
eight miles per day at the most: shorter marches are 
more desirable: the men should carry packs, ete.: tents 
should be pitched at least three times during the tour: 
marches should take place as early in the morning as 
practicable, and after a rest in camp one or two hours 
of drill may be had each day: the whole te be conducted 
on the system observed at the camp of instruction, 9s 
far as applicable, and in the manner prescribed in’ the 
drill regulations. The battalion to leave its home sta- 
tion on Monday as early as possible, and to reach its 
home station again on the following Saturday. To 
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make the march successful it should be planned and its 
details arranged beforehand; transportation, provision- 
ing, and the technical part should earefully studied 
and every detail looked after by the battalion com- 
mander and staff officers, in fact, by all officers. 

Letters to this effect have been sent to the command- 
ing officers of the Ist. 3d and 4th Brigades, with the 
request that they will lay out a suitable route of march, 
require the battalion commanders to prepare a _ pro- 
gramme of their march, and daily duties proposed to 
execute, and submit the same with their action to 
General Headquarters. 

Full reports on the duty performed and maps will 
be expected from the commanding officers, reports of 
their observations and criticisms on the march, etc., 
from the officers accompanying the troops as observers. 
Any suggestions brigade commanders may desire to make 
on this subject will be acceptable. ‘The perfection of 
“the details will be left to their orders. In the 1st 
Brigade the 7th Regiment, Colonel Appleton, and the 
22d Regiment, Colonel Camp, are slated for the prac- 
tice march. In the 3d Brigade the following organiza- 
tions are suggested for the service: 10th Battalion, Col. 
Fitch, and the 6th, 7th, 18th, 21st, 32d, 9th, 19th, 22d. 
36th, 37th, 28th, 31st, 39th, 44th and 46th separate com- 


panies. For the 4th Brigade these organizations are 
named: 74th Regiment and 2d, 30th, 34th, 41st and 
48th separate companies, and possibly others. The 


camp of instruction will be open as usual, but organi- 
zations detailed on the practice march will not be re- 
quired to perform a tour of duty at camp. 


NAVAL MILITIA. 


The following-named vessels have been or are about to be 
loaned to State organizations: The New Hampshire to 
New York, the St. Louis to Pennsylvania, the Dale to Mary- 
land, the Nantucket to North Carolina, and the Swatara to 
California. Steps are being taken to loan ships’ cutters 
to the Michigan Militia at Detroit. the two separate divis- 
ions at Rochester, the division at New Haven, Conn., and 
to the various divisions of South Carolina at Charleston 
and Port Royal. This will enable these divisions to get 
boat practice and become familiar, through boat expeditions, 
with the coasts and harbors of their States. The opinion 
of Rear Admiral Meade, U. 8S. N., is that the Naval Militia 
is an important school for the training of a reserve force 
of officers for the Navy, and in this respect the Admiral 
compunte its probable usefulness in time of war to the 
service rendered by the 7th Regiment of the New York 
National Guard in supplying officers to the Army during the 


Civil War. Since the last annual report of Lieut. W. H. 
Schuetze, U. S. N., on the Naval Militia, Michigan and Con- 
necticut have organized Naval Militia divisions in Detroit 


and New Haven, respectively. The Legislatures of Vermont, 
New Jersey, Virginia and Georgia have passed laws author- 
izing the formation of naval militia battalions. Efforts are 
being made in Ohio and Washington to pass such laws at 
the next sessions of the Legislatures. A bill has been in- 
troduced in Congress, having in view the organization of a 
naval militia battalion in the District of Columbia. 

NEW YORK.—The First Separate Naval Division, of 
Rochester, Lieut. Angle, is under orders from the A. G. 
O., Feb. 11, 1895, disbanded and discontinued; its officers 
are rendered supernumerary, and its enlisted men _ will 
be honorably discharged. The disbandment of the above 
organization takes place principally because the Monroe 
County Board of Supervisors do not propose to furnish a 
suitable armory for the division, and the one at Rochester 
is inadequate. 

New Jersey.—The Senate of New Jersey, on Feb. 11, 
passed a bill authorizing the organization of a Naval Militia. 

CONNECTICUT, Feb 7.—The ist Div. Naval Militia, 
informally celebrated its first anniversary. Speeches were 
made by Lieut. Raynolds and others, reviewing the year’s 
history. The Division has much to be proud of, full ranks, 
fully uniformed, armed and equipped, and a U. 8S. warship 
given them, and all in one year. Gen. Bradley, late Adjt.- 
Gen. of the State, was remembered for his interest in the 
Division. The 2d Sec. Brigade Signal Corps made its first 
appearance on Feb. 7, in its new uniform. It is the first 
organization to be uniformed in the U. S. Army uniform. 
Except in the color of its facings and in having pockets in 
the blouse, it is the same as the U. 8S. Cavalry uniform. 

The 2d Hospital Corps has challenged the Sig. Corps for 
a friendly rifle match, Feb. It has been accepted and 
both Corps are practicing several times a week.

A coroner’s jury on Feb. 12 held an inquest in Brooklyn, 
N. Y., into the death of Thomas Kearney, who was killed 
on the 23d of January by a rifle ball, fired by a member of 
the 13th Regiment, while that organization was escorting a 
trolley car through Hicks street. The investigation proved 
it was necessary for the troops to fire to protect themselves. 
The guardsman who shot Kearney was unknown. The cor- 
oner, in addressing the jury, said the shooting had without 
doubt been done by a soldier while on duty, and the law did 
not hold a soldier responsible civilly or criminally under such 
circumstances. Assistant District Attorney Callahan asked 
that the jury be instructed to discriminate between 
the action of a militiaman in discharge of his duties and the 
reckless action of individual soldiers. The coroner instructed 
the jury in part. After a short deliberation the jury re 
turned with a verdict that Kearney came to his death by 
a bullet wound inflicted by a member of the National Guard 
in discharge of his duty. The militia was exonerated from 
all criminal liability.

THE ADVENTURES OF A BOTTLE. 

In June, 1898, Lieut. H. T. Mayo, of the U. S. N., in 
charge of the hydrographic office at Port Townsend, Wash., 
gave the ca xtaln of the Northern Pacific steamer Victoria 
a bottle, which he asked him to drop into the sea when his 
ship was about half way across the Pacific on its voyage 
to China, so as to test the currents. The bottle was se 
curely corked and sealed, and contained a request printed 
in seven different languages, including Russian, Chinese and 
Japanese, that whoever found it should send it to the 
nearest custom house in the United States, with the date 
and the location, when and where it was first seen. On 
July 4, 1893, when the vessel was in latitude 49 degrees 
32 minutes north and longitude 175 degrees and 42 minutes 
west, Second Officer Dobson of the Victoria took the bot- 
tle, and with a swing of his long arm cast it into the 
water. One morning a few weeks ago when Lieut. Mayo 
came down to his office he found on his desk a package 
wrapped in an ancient and much soiled German newspaper, 
which, to his surprise, was found to contain the very bot: 
tle he sent on that queer errand about sixteen months be 
fore. The janitor said the package had been left there 
by two rough-looking sailors. Upon drawing the cork the 
Lieutenant found a rude inscription upon the back of his 
carefully printed instructions which read: 

“Here's your bottle. Found (on such and such a date, 
in such and such latitude and longitude.) The next time 
you cast a bottle adrift please put something else in it 
besides a plece of paper.”
